Private capitalists who had possession 
ef our streets at that time^not content 
with the franchise they had already, 
limited to 20 years, went to the state 
capital and by the most shameless cor- 
ruption induced the legislature to per- 
mit the grant of 50-year franchises. 
The people were taken unawares and 
the law was passed. But the public of 
Chicago at once revolted, and before 
the private capitalists could have an 
ordinance passed Iri the city council, 
pursuant to the terms of the act passed 
by the legislature, the people were 
upon their feet with flre in their eyes 
and determination in their faces. The 
aext legislature was compelled to re- 
peal this infamous law. From time to 
time the people of Chicago on one 
side and the capitalists who have been 
In charge ot this business on the other 
were in a life and death struggle for 
tie possession of our streets. 


"The only serious abjections raised 


during the recent struggle in Chicago 
against public ownership of the public 
utilities are: First that it would tend 
to build up a great political machine. 
We have a civil service law in the 
city of Chicago, under which for sev- 
eral years past it has been practically 
Impossible for any man to place a 
friend upon the police, fire or water 
f Apartment. The other objection was 
that the municipality had no money. 
There is no force whatever in the ob- 
jection. The operation of these utili- 
ties either by public or private per- 
sons is a valuable privilege. We pro- 
pose to raise all the money necessary 
to purchase an up-to-date streetcar 
system upon certificates which are 
special or limited promises to pay out 
«f the income collected from the sys- 
tem. 
Private companies In the past 


have been able to sell stocks and 
vonds aggregating in value f 117,000,- 
000, 
when their tangible properly was 


worth less than $27,000,000. If they 
could raise four times the value of the 
tangible property upon an expiring 
franchise, can any sensible man for a 
•lenient hesitate as to what money 
the city of Chicago can raise on better 
security? 
We are confident that the 


•will of the people can be carried into 
effect, and that, too, without the impo- 
sition of a single dollar's worth of 
taxes."
